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This paper is responsive to the Advisory Action mailed on October 9, 2002. Claims 1-5 and 
21 and 22 remain in this application, and Claims 6, 7 and 9-20 have been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Claims 1-5, 21 and 22 stand rejected under 35 U.S-C. § 103(a) as being obvious over 
Smith in view of Thery, Applicant's claims require the step of applying a layer of oxidizablc 
material on two sides of a heat exchanger. In Smith, the highly emissive material is only applied 
to one side of the radiator 24. Neither Smith nor Thery discloses the step of applying a layer of 
oxidizable material to two surfaces as required by Applicant's claims, and Applicant's claims are 
not obvious. 

Additionally, applying the oxidizable material to two surfaces of the heat exchanger as 
required by Applicant's claims provides additional advantages. Coating both the inner surface 
and the outer surface of the heat exchanger increases the emissivity of the heat exchanger, 
allowing for an additional increase in heat exchanger efficiency and a reduction in the size of the 
heat exchanger. Applicant's claims are not obvious, and Applicant respectfully requests that the 
rejection be withdrawn.
